FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


In proclaiming the week of 
October 4-11 “Fire Prevention 
Week,” President Roosevelt said 
that “any loss of human life, any 
interference with production, any 
loss of critical materials hinders 
and impedes our war effort.” 

The scorched earth policy in 
this war is carried out at the last 
possible minute before retreat— 
when greedy enemy claws reach 
for our ‘resources. In the past 
our scrap went into guns of The 
Rising Sun. During that time 
and even now our uncontrolled 
fires on farms played into the 
hands of all of the Axis cut- 
throats. 

We sing of our land while at 
the same time scorching our own 
earth. We at home must prevent 
destructive fires, allies of the 
Axis, in order that “the land of 
the free, the land of the brave. 
and the land that I love,” shajl 
be preserved. 


CITY AND ‘TOWN FOLKS 
NEED NOT GO HUNGRY 

City and town people can do at 
least two things to keep from go- 
ing hungry during the winter 
months and at the same time al- 
low more food to go to the Allied 
fighting forces. 

One method is proposed by P. 
O. Davis, director, extension ser 
vice, Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. He suggests that city and 
town residents produce more 
poultry and gardens in _ their 
backyards this winter and spring. 

“Meat rationing, which is now 
in effect, is a challenge to every- 
one to produce more and the 
quickest way to produce it is by 
raising chickens,’ he says, ‘It 
also appears that the only way 
for people to be sure that they 
will haye an adequate supply of 
fresh vegetables is to grow them 
at home. People on the farm and 
in towns who do these jobs will 
be assured of having plenty to 
eat.” 

The other suggestion comes 
from Lyle Brown and W. A. Ruf- 
fin, extension horticulturists. Their 
proposal is that city and town 
residents purchase from farmers 
surplus sweet potatoes, chickens, 
peas, beans, pecans, sirup, sor- 
ghum and other home-grown farm 
products and properly store them 
for winter use. 

By buying these surplus farm 
products at good prices, consum- 
ers will not only be helping far- 
mers but will also be helping in 
solving the present congested 
transportation problems.

4:00— Miscellaneous Business 
and Adjournment, 
ALABAMA GOKS OVER TOP 

IN NAVY RECRUITING 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.— Alabama 
exceeded the 2,000 quota, set for 
September by Lt. Comdr. J, E. 
Meredith, Officer in Charge of 
Navy Recruiting, by 121 men, pil- 
ing up a record of 2,121 for the 
month, which is the highest num- 
ber enlisted in one month during 
the history of Navy recruiting. 
Previous high was 1847 in July. 

Congratulating the recruiting 
officers and the people, Lt, Comdr. 
Meredith said that he was proud 
to be in charge of recruiting in 
a state which responded so well, 
and, emphasizing that “we can do 
it again,” he assigned a quota for 
October of 2,400 men, 

The Birmingham Navy Re- 
cruiting District, of which Lt. 
Comdr. Meredith is at the head, 
includes 14 recruiting stations, 
two of which are in Northwest 
Florida, at Pensacola and Mari- 
anna. 


TRAIN SCHEDULES ARE 
FROZEN BY THE O. T, D. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Direc- 
tor Joseph B. Hastman of the Of- 
fice of Transportation, has ‘“‘fro- 
zen” ali railway passenger sched- 
ules and ruled out the operation 
of special trains to football games, 
races and other sporting events. 

The order, effective October 4, 
restricts railroads to the passen- 
ger train schedules existing Sep- 
tember 26, forbids the running of 
any special passenger trains or 
the addition of new trains to ex- 
isting schedules. 

It also bans the running of ex- 
tra sections to regular trains un- 
less such sections have been run 
at least 20 per cent of the time 
during the last 90 days to handle 
the normal flow of passenger 
traffic. 

Also, under the order, no rail- 
road may operate a passenger 
train which includes a car “char- 
tered to, or the use of which by 
prior arrangement is restricted to 
an individual or group of persons 
traveling together.” : 

This rules out special cars, or 
cars chartered to baseball teams 
or traveling orchestras. This pro- 
hibition, however, does not apply 
to cars used by railroad officials 
or employes on railroad business

FORMER TEACHER TELLS 
OF WAR EXPERIENCES 
By Nell Fannin Hutchison 

On August 8 Lieutenant Thom- 
as N. Weems, Jr., wrote from 
way down under, “somewhere in 
New Caledonia,” to an old friend 
in Enterprise. The letter has re- 
cently been received, 

Several years ago this young 
man from Model, Tenn, who 18 
a nephew of one of the nation’s 
greatest navigation authorities, 
Gen, Weems, of Annapolis, was 
serving as high school band in- 
structor in Enterprise. His life 
today is far different from that 
time when he paraded his pupils 
in smart uniforms up and down 
the streets of the quiet little 
town, 

Recounting his training experi- 
ences at various fields including 
Maxwell, he said, “At least I saw 
a lot of the country but since 
leaving the good old United 
States I have seen a lot more, 
mostly water, Believe me, this 
Pacific Ocean is no small thing. 

“Also, I have had a few experi- 
ences that I had never conceived 
of witnessing nor enduring. Pos- 
sibly you have read accounts of 
torpedo launching by the Army 
medium, bombers on the Japanese 
carrier in the battle of Midway. 

“Tt so happened (my usual 
luck) that I was in the lead ship 
piloted by Captain Collins, Little 
did I realize at the time the tre- 
mendous odds we were facing to 
return after that trip. The whole 
Jap fleet was firing on us at our 
approach, Still I was taking 
things easy. But by the time we 
flew over the carrier and about 
six or eight Zero planes attacked 
us, I really knew what we were 
confronted with. 

“The carrier we attacked looked 
very much as if it had a neon 
sign around it, for the machine 
gun fire was so heavy. Luckily, I 
picked up the smoke from the Jap 
fleet and took a bearing of that 
and crossed that line with a sun 
line, so getting a rough idea of 
my position, That was not all by 
far. When we got back to land 
the nose gear would not come 
down, ‘Therefore we had to make 
a crash landing. 

“Tf that had happened in a reg- 
ular routine flight everyone 
would have been scared to death, 
but what we had endured before 
that made it not dreaded by 4 
single member. of the crew. The 
reason the nose gear would not 
come down was because our hy- 
drauic system was shot away by 
a Zero that hit us with a cannon. 

“We had about 25 hits. Not & 
single member of the crew re- 
ceived a scratch during the en- 
counter nor the crash landing. It 
was more than luck. It was @ 
miracle that we ever returned, 
Although we have not been notified 
officially, I have learned from & 
rather reliable source that all 
crews that participated in the en- 
gagement are to receive the Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses. 

“After seeing conditions as 
they are, I would hate to hear 
some one complain back in the 
States, no matter if in the hum- 
blest home to be found. Since 
being here I have heard this 
question asked many times, ‘‘Why 
is the Golden Gate so called?” 
Among us fellows it 1s the con- 
sensus of opinion that by the time 
we return it will seem more pre- 
cious than gold, maybe platinun 
or radium. 

“While in Hawaii I met a boy 
from New Brockton by the name 
of Bush, His dad is a doctor there. 
He is a lieutenant in the artillery. 
Last time I heard fom anyone 
at Enterprise that town really 
was a boom town since the camp 
was being built nearby. 

“The receiving of mail over 
here is really a serious matter. It 
takes at least two months, When 
you finally receive your mail you 
will likely hit the jack pot. So 
judging by the incoming mail, by 
the time you receive this letter 
(if you ever do) rather than this 
it would be more appropriate to 
receive Christmas greetings (con- 
sisting of the high lights of my 
periences for six months.) 

“When I get back and visit my 
own home, Enterprise will be the 
next place. I would like to hear 
the news from there.”

LOYALTY TO CHRIST 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 2:14-17; John 6: 
66-69; Philippians 3:7-11, 

GOLDEN TEXT—What things were 
gain to me, those I counted loss for 
Christ.—Philippians 3:7, 


Loyalty is undoubtedly one of the 
finest traits of mankind, Because 
of its strength, its fidelity to duty, 
ete., shrewd men have learned to 
play upon man’s loyalty, making it 
serve evil and ignoble ends. Un- 
worthy causes, having thus gained 
the interest of man by fair means 
or foul, have demanded blind loyal- 
ty. Even in the carrying out of 
crime there has been the suggestion 
that there is some kind of a code 
of honor, a loyalty among thieves, 

All this does not change the fact 
that there is a high and holy im- 
pulse in man to stand true to the 
right; and in the Christian, to be 
found ever loyal to the Christ, whose 
we are and whom we serve, Faith 
in Christ (our lesson of last week) 
{s rightly followed by loyalty to Him, 
It manifests itself in three ways, 


I. Following Christ (Mark 2:14 
17). 

Without obedience there {s no use 
talking about loyalty. When Jesus 
said: ‘‘Follow me,’’ Matthew (Levi) 
arose and followed, He was a sin- 
ner (v, 17), a man of the despised 
calling of tax-gatherer (v, 14), but 
he was ready for the call of Jesus. 

Notice also that following Christ 
carries with it the privilege and ob- 
ligation (it is both) of making Him 
known to our friends, Matthew did 
not wait until he had made a new 
circle of friends and then invite 
them to a feast. He celebrated his 
entrance upon the new life of faith 
by a friendly and effective testimony 
before his friends who were publi- 
cans and sinners. 

Notice the words of Jesus in verse 
17, It is not good people, satisfied 
in their own self-righteousness, who 
get to heaven. It is sinners, saved 
by grace, who will there magnify 
the Saviour’s name. 

II, Faithfulness to Christ (John 
6: 66-69), : 

It is one thing to begin, but quite 
another to persevere in well doing. 
Jesus had been doing many miracles 
and a host of followers had flocked 
to Him, He had not only done great 
deeds, but had spoken beautiful 
words about the Fatherhood of 
God, the power of the Holy Spirit, 
etc, He had fed the five thousand, 
and they liked that too. 

But now He had talked about a 
broken body, about partaking of 
His flesh and His blood, and they 
did not like it. This reached too 
deeply into the necessity for a per- 
sonal spiritual experience, and one 
that spoke of sacrifice, and many of 
the disciples ‘‘walked no more with 
him’’ (y. 66). 

How perfect a picture of the ‘‘re- 
ligious experience” of multitudes of 
men and women in our day. 

The true disciple, however, stands 
truest in just such an hour, “We 
believe," said Peter, and he spoke 
better than ever before in his life. 
“We don’t understand everything 
(that’s the thought back of ‘To 
whom shall we go?"’), but we be- 
lieve, and we will stand fast.’’ 
Blessed word of loyalty! 

Observe that Peter and his breth- 
ren recognized Christ as the ‘Holy 
One of God,’’ that is, God’s Son in 
a unique and intimate sense, One 
close to and participating in the 
holiness of God, Loyalty will not 
hold on any lesser concept of Christ, 
There is no incentive to real service 
and sacrifice in the watered-out re- 
ligious faith of the modernistic lib- 
eral! 

Il. Forsaking All for Christ 
(Phil, 3:7-11). 

There were a number of things in 
the life of Paul as a natural man 
of which he was justifiably proud, 
but which in the light of his relation- 
ship to Christ paled into insignifi- 
cance, The best this world can of- 
fer looks like rubbish (vy. 8)—which 
it really is—when one catches a 
glimpse of Jesus Christ, 

Turn your eyes upon Jesus, 

Look full in His wonderful face, 

And the things of earth will grow strange- 


ly dim 

In the light of His glory and grace, 

However, that experience of 
Paul’s was only the beginning of a 
life of devotion to the Lord, which 
is expressed in words the depth of 
which we cannot fully plumb. What. 
does it mean to know “‘the power of 
his resurrection, andgthe fellowship 
of his sufferings, being made com- 
fortable unto his death’? We do 
not fully know, but certain we are 
that it speaks of a fellowship with 
Christ that is very deep and inti- 
mate; a life of power, because He 
lives in and works through the be- 
liever; a sharing with Him of the 
hatred and bitterness of the world, 
yes, of death, if need be, for Him, 
in the assurance of resurrection, 

This is an ‘‘all out’’ Christian ex- 
perience, nothing held back, nothing 
thought to be too difficult or trying— 
everything gladly given in unstinted 
love and devotion to Christ. Now 
the Christian church is languishing 
for the want of those who will for- 
sake all to follow Him in complete 
faithfulness,

WAGES, SALARIES, RENTS 
AND FOOD PRIOKS FROZEN 
WASHINGTON, D. C.-— Presi: 

dent Roosevelt ordered wages, 

salaries, most food prices and all 
rents tightly stabilized at about 
their present levels Saturday and 
appointed Associate Justice James 

F’, Byrnes, of the Supreme Court, 

to lead the battle against infla- 

tion. Byrnes resigned from the 

court to assume the post of di- 

rector of economic stabilization, 

Within two hours, Price Admin- 
istrator Leon Henderson, who will 
work in conjunction with Byrnes, 
fixed emergency ceiling prices for 
butter, eggs, poultry and virtually 
every other previously uncontrol- 
led food item. The order is ef- 
fective for 60 days, after which 
& permanent, and probably lower 
ceiling will be imposed, Prices of 
such commodities were frozen at 
their highest level of the last five 
days—Sept. 28 to Oct, 2, 

Moreover, Henderson announced 
he would take action within three 
days to contro] the rents paid for 
every apartment, residence or 
other dwelling unit in the country. 
The White House made _ public 
two letters to Henderson direct- 
ing him to act immediately on 
both food prices and rents. 

Limitation On Salaries 

At the same time, “Mr. Roose- 
velt issued an executive order 
covering Byrnes’ sphere of activ- 
ity under which: 

Wage rates may not rise above 
the level at which they stood on 
Sept. 15 nor drop below the high- 
est point they reached between 
Jan, 1 and Sept. 15—unless the 
War Labor Board approves ex- 
ceptions to correct gross inequli- 
ties or to prosecute the war more 
efficiently. 

A qualified limitation of $25,000 
was imposed upon salaries after 
payment of taxes. This is to be 
elastic to the extent that previous 
insurance commitments and fixed 
obligations shall be taken into ac- 
count in applying the limitation. 

Supplementally, it was said in 
authoritative quarters that the 
limitation probably would be ap- 
plied to salaries received after 
some future date, perhaps after 
December or January. Whether 
the limitation shall be applied to 
present salaries was left for 
Byrnes to decide. 

Congress “Has Done Its Part” 
Mr. Roosevelt lost no time in 

making the new price control law 

effective. It received final con- 
gressional action Friday evening.

KIEFFER PEARS FURNISH 

EXCELLENT WINTER FOOD 

AUBURN, Ala,—Now is Kief- 
fer pear time; they are abun- 
dant in many sections of Ala- 
bama and are suitable as food 
prepared in many ways. WHaten 
fresh from the hand, they rank 
among the most delicious fruits, 
they bake well, they make good 
pickle, good jam, good preserves, 
and good salads, 

Pears can be canned or dried 
for use in the winter when the 
fresh supply is exhausted, Lavada 
Curtis, extension food specialist, 
says that if the pears are to he 
dried they shoud be allowed 10 
days for finishing the ripening at- 
ter they are taken from the tree. 
While ripening keep them in a 
cool, dark, well ventilated place. 
When ripe, remove stem and 
halve or quarter them, The 
smaller pieces dry more quickly 
and retain more food value, fla- 
vor and texture, Remove the core 
and woody tissue from the cen- 
ter. 

The next step is to sulphur the 
fruit. This helps to preserve the 
pears over a longer period, pre- 
vents darkening, keeps insects 
away, prevents loss of vitamin C 
and speeds up the drying pro- 
cess, Do the sulphuring out of 
doors. 

Place one teaspoon of sulphur 
per pound of prepared fruit in a 
small piece of paper, roll it loose- 
ly and twist the ends, place the 
rolled sulphur in a pan and place 
the pan below the trays of cut 
fruit so that they will not come 
in contact with the burning sul- 
phur. Light the paper, then 
quickly place a tight box or bar- 
rel over the trays and the pan. 
The covering should be air-tight 
to prevent loss of fumes, Sulphur 
the pears for three hours,
